American Shipping 


WASHINGTON, 
Nov. IS.—W3)— 


Government subsidy for American 
shipping and virtual abolition of the 
shipping board were recommended 
yesterday 
by the 
National iler- 


chants conference, called by the 
United States chamber of com- 
merce. The conference's action will 
be brought to the attention o£ con- 
gress at its coming session. 


The conference, in a report adopt- 


ed after considerable opposition to 
it had been voiced and a minority 
substitute had been defeated, sug- 
gested that the subsidy be effected 
through 
payments 
to 
steamship 


lines for maintenance of services to 
particular trade regions and througn 
issuance of mail contracts. 


It recommended also that federal 


aid for merchant ships of types re- 
quired primarily for 
military or 


naval reserve and postal purposes 
should be provided for In appropria- 
tions for those services. 


The shipping board as now con- 


stituted should be dismantled, the 
report declared, and In its plac'.: 
erected a board of three members 
with semi-judicial and regulatory 
duties. The conference recommend- 
ed transfer to the commerce de- 
partment 
of the -present board's 


functions relating to promotion of 
shipping. 
It also suggested that executive 


duties pertaining to administration 
of the government fleet and sale ot 
ships be transferred to the emerg- 
ency fleet corporation, the president 
of which would be under the super- 
vision of a national advisory board 
appointed by the chief executive, 
w :th a cabinet member as its chair- 
man.

THE CRITICISM OF A 


VISIONARY. 


Attention has been riveted In recent days by the 


controversy which has arisen 
between 
Emory R. 


Buckner, United States district attorney for New 
York City, and Wayne B. Wheeler, the director of the 
anti-Saloon league forces. 


Both Buckner and Wheeler are friends of prohi- 


bition. 


But Wheeler Is dissatisfied with the policy whicli 


the district attorney's office has promulgated in con- 
centrating: his forces upon the large fry and of pay- 
Ing but little attention to the small law violators. Mr. 
"Wheeler says that It is winking at 
lawlessness. 


There can't be much argument upon that score. As 
a matter of tact Mr, Buckner has never so much as 
attempted to apologize for the conditions. 


The quarrel between Buckner and Wheeler is pri- 


marily one resulting from tiie difference in viewpoint 
of the practical, matter-of-fact prosecuting attorney 
and a visionary. 


Mr. Buckner knows the Job that has been cut out 


for him and he has a belter idea of how to accomplish 
real results than anyone who preceded him in office. 
When hs assumed control of the district attorney's 
office there were nearly 12,000 liquor law cases upon 
the docket. All of the judges in New York state 
could not have heard them within a year's time if 
they had worked steadily without interruption. There 
•were no court room facilities to enlarge the mem- 
bership of the bench. The staff of the district at- 
torney, Including more than fifty assistants, could 
not have completed the trial of all of these 
casca 


•within the twelve months period or a much longer 
time for that matter. 
Now that was the practical 


situation 
which 
confronted Mr. 
Buckner. These 


cases or spend all of its time In attempting to catch 
the real problem of liquor law enforcement. 


Mr. Buckner had to make a choice. It was up to 


him to determine whether the district attorney's of- 
I'lce should devote its efforts to the, small individual 
cases or spend all of its time in attempting to catch 
those who were primarily responsible for the small 
violators. He instituted his padlock campaign and 
closed over fifty night clubs and eating houses. Ho 
went after three big boo'tlegging rings, wliose profits 
ran Into the hundreds of thousands of dollars and 
whose operations extended to tho entire country. It 
•was Mr. Buckner's belief that when those who make 
huge profits In the llleKo.1 liquor business -were made 
to suffer, then tho problem of law enforcement will 
be greatly simplified. 


This will not satisfy Mr. Wheeler. The practical 


phases of prohibition enforcement have 
not 
com<> 


within his observation and exp*lence. Ho wants 
100 per cent enforcement. Irrespective of the number 
of Judges required to hear the cases, the prosecutors 
required to present them and the court machinery 
and equipment needed for them. His chief concern in 
government is prohibition enforcement. To meet his 
desires in that particular field it would be necessary 
to make all other matters of- secondary importance. 


As a matter of fact the government is extremely 


fortunate In securing tho services of a district at- 
torney of the legal talents or Emory Buckucr. He 
Is one of the ablest lawyers in Xew York City. As 
an assistant in the district attorney's office he es- 
tablished his reputation aome years ago by conduct- 
ing the sugar trust prosecution which attracted so 
much attention. 


Nebraska knows Mr. Buckner because ill is a pro- 


duct of this state. He attended the state university 
here, and was one of its greatest debaters, and finest 
students. The state knows something of the rugged 
honesty and sincerity which characterizes his work. 
It knows his father, v.-lio makes his home here. Mr. 
Buckner accepted the district attorney's position in 
New York City at a great financial sacrifice, and 


he liked. President Coolidge's prestige and populari- 
ty would soon disappear. 


The man who conceived this simple and practical 


way to rid the government of its dead timber is j. 
democratic member of congress. 
It could not reas- 


onably be suspected, therefore, that his bill Is In- 
tended to place more political patronage at the presi- 
dent's disposal. 


"I have come to the conclusion, after months of 


careful study and thought, that the only way to re- 
orgnnize Is to reorganize." Mr. Davey Is quoted by 
the Christian Science Monitor. "What Is needed i^ 
the creation of one-man power for a limited period, 
sufficiently broad and unrestricted to enable him to 
do a real job of reorganization.. I want to give to 
the president of the United States the same power 
I would give to the president of a great corporation 
loaded down with unnecessary 
personnel 
and ex- 


penses, If I were a stockholder or director in that 
corporation." 


There are two drawbacks to the proposition as ho 


has framed it. One is that the president would not 
have power to consolidate departments with each 
other. This would make it impossible to unite the 
war and navy departments under one secretary Of 
national defense, or to abolish the interior depart- 
ment and transfer its functions to the departments 
of commerce and agriculture, where 
they properly 


belong. The other weak feature is that provision is 
made for a new commission of ten members, at $10,- 
000 a year each, to assist the president in the work 


reorganization. 
That makes the remedy almost 


as bad as the disease, since the commission would, 
of course, hire a great many employes and spend a 
whole lot of money conducting 
its 
investigations, 


where one good business man like Charles G. Dawes 
could make a wholesale cleaning without going to so 
much trouble and expense. 


However, the Davey plan Is based on the 
right 


idea, and if it were carried into effect, minus the 
commission, it would have 
the 
country's 
whole- 


hearted approval. 


s&en conditions in Now York City grow 
steadily 


worse. Disregard of the liquor law on the increase. 
It waa openly flaunted in the cafes and clubs, on 
streets, and wherever night life found expression. H-; 
•wanted to see what could be. done towards honest 
law enforcement. He could not very well punish thr 
minor offender and shut his eyes to the man higher 
up. So he started on those in the high places. It is 
to his credit that New York is less wet tuday than 
•when he started in if such a competent judge as The 
New York Times is to be believed. 


When Mr. Wheeler attacks Mr. Buckntr lie assails 


the best prosecutor New York City has had since the 
prohibition amendment went into effect. Mr. Wheel- 
er is a critic because he refuses to sec actual condi- 
tions as they exist. 


ANOTHER SIDE OF FOOTBALL. 


The season which is drawing to a close has de- 


veloped the greatest interest in football since the 
game was introduced by American colleges. Incle- 
ment weather, with rain and bitter cold and snow, 
has failed to keep its partisans from establishing at- 
tendance records. 


In another way, however, football has 
scored a 


greater triumph. It has taken steps to" repel 
tho 


threat of commercialism. The 
difficulty 
which is 


being experienced in securing an attractive opponent 
for 
the leading coast team at the Tournament of 


Roses is a reassuring sign. Dartmouth rounded out 
an all-victorious season against formidable opp->si- 
tion and disbanded. Princeton brought its Big Three 
conquest to close in a blaze of glory and disbanded. 
Big Ten teams are not contemplating 
post-season 


engagements. 
The Missouri valley is officialy on re- 


cord as opposed to games as contemplated in the 
Coast contest. In other words no lure of money or ad- 
vertising can shake the belief of the football leader ^ 
that the game should remain an amateur sport, di- 
vorced as much as possible from commercial taint. 


Football will continue to remain popular and to in- 


crease in favor so long as that situation prevails.. 


There are ther reasons for rejoicing. 
When Ne- 


braska played Drake, the governor of this state and 
his wife were the guests of Iowa's executive and the 
first lady of that commonwealth. 
The 
finest of 


sportsmanship prevailed throughout the game 
and 


there was a close linking of the interests of the tv.'o 
neighbors so closely bound by political and economic 
ties. At Manhattan the same courtesies were ex- 
changed bttveen the governors of Kansas and Ne- 
braska. When Notre Dame comes to Lincoln on 
Thanksgiving day it is to bo hoped that tho governor 
of Indiana will be present. 


Thus football becomes the medium of better under- 


standing and closer friendship between the western 
states. 
* 


ABOLISH THE SUBMARINE. 


It is to be hoped that the effort being made by 


Great Britain to outlaw the submarine as an imple- 
ment of warfare will meet with the approval of tho 
nations of the Trorld and that the next war, should 
one ever occur, will be carried on without any of 
these engines of death and destruction in use by any 
party to the conflict- 


Somehow or other the thought of the submarine is 


repugnant to lovers of fair play. It reminds one of 
the fellow -who will sneak up and stab one in tho 
back, without giving the attacked party any chance 
whatever to defend himself. Its only mission is to 
destroy; never to merely capture or render impotent. 
This being the case, the subboat should be retired, 
for there is no doubt -that the general opinion is that 
any possible future war should be conducted upon 
a more humane basis tiian have those of the past. 


Vast sums of money have been in the past tied up 


by the various nations of the world In submarines, 
the construction of which continues at a time when 
none of the governments has the money to spare. To 
go on with such expenditure has the appearance of 
criminal waste—a thing Inexcusable not only from a 
humanitarian, but as well from an economic stand- 
point. 


War under any circumstances is of course all thru 


Sherman said that it was, but with the submarines 
it is even worse. Nations as well as men should b? 
proud of a deserved reputation for fair fighting1, but

It is made for the express purpose of sneaking up 
and striking- without being seen and once the blow is 
struck escape is all but impossible. 


The submarine should be abolished. Its use is un- 


Great Britain is 
to be commended for suggesting such reform and tha 
United States should be quick to endorse the 
sug- 


gestion. 


UNFETTERING THE PRESIDENT. 


Instead of merely trimming around the edges to 


cut down the cost of government. CongreM.suuiii Da- 
vey of Ohio proposes to do a thorough job of it by j 
placing full power in the president's hand to abolish I 
any official bureau or commission ho nif'- see fit, and ' 
to dismiss any officer or employe whoso bervicts are 
not needed to carry on tho. public business. 


He has prepared a bill along that li:io, which also 


empowers the president to reorganize tho 
depart- 


ments by switching thc-ir component parts around 
and consolidating activities which dupliciUo one an- 
other. 


Kor a period of two years, under Davey's plan, the 


head of the government would l>e vested with au- 
thority to make any changes in system and person- 
nel that he should deem to be in the interest of ec- 
onomy and efficiency. Civil service rules ami regu- 
lations wouid be inoperative during that period, ami 
if Mr. Coolldgc wanted to he could "fire" the whole 
pack and parcel 
of 
public employes and Install 


others in their places. 


Of course, nothing so radical as^that would hap- 


" pen, but It may well be supposed that there would 
be a shaking up of dry bones In the executive de- 
partments and some of the useless functionaries, at 
least, would be pried loose from the payroll. 
If tho 


occupant of the white house had such a chance tu 
apply his New England notions of thrift to1 the pub- 
lic service, it Is quite likeb- thciv would be some- 
thing doing in Washington to make the bureaucratic 
tlme-acrvcrs shiver. 


If ho didn't do some extensive pruning after con- 


jrcsa had given him carto blanche to GO as far as

arrival, and after jdoing so was 
getting ready to descend- from the 
oar by a ladder, when another car 
shunted by a switch ftngine bumped 
into it and caused him to fall un- 
•drr the wheels. 
As to the main facts brouglh out 


in evidence, the opinion by Judgi' 
DOiin finds thorn ample to support 
the jury's award of damages. 
It 


holds that Mitchell was not a tres- 
passer In thn railroad yards but 
had a right to go there and ook 
;<t the COH). There was an obliga- 
tion on the part of the carrier, it 
nays, to provide a safe place where 
lie" could do this. 
However, 
the 
obligation rested 


upon Mitchell, the court declares, 
to exercise every reasonable pre- 
caution for his own safety, and if 
he failed to do so his estate would 
not be entitled to recover. As the 
District court did not so instruct 
thn jury, the case is sent back to be 
retried.
